Thursday night that his gradual 
withdrawal policy will prove 
wisest in the long run. 


But he did not dismiss the 


multiple antiwar protests that 
have become a daily fact of life 
here. He said: 


"It doesn't mean that we are 


not going to listen to those who 
come peacefully, but those who 
come and break the law will be 
prosecuted to the full extent of 
the law." 


Discussing tentative and mu- 


tual moves toward improved 
relations between the United 
States and mainland 
China, 


Nixon struck a cautionary note: 


"I think that some of the 


speculation that has occurred 
in recent weeks since the visit 
of the table-tennis team to Pek- 
ing has not been useful 
... 


Progress is not helped in this 
very sensitive area by specula- 
tion that goes beyond what the 
progress might achieve." 


Nixon said he has yet to de- 


cide whether to embrace a two- 
China policy—one that would 
envision diplomatic recognition 
of Communist China and Tai- 
wan and, presumably, seats for 
both in the United Nations. 


In a more opptimistic vein, 


he remarked, "I hope, and as a 
matter of fact, I expect to visit 
mainland China sometime in 
some capacity." He said more 
normal relations with Peking 
are much to be desired and 
added another thought: 


"The interest of world peace 


requires good relations between 
the Soviet Union and Commu- 
nist China."

SEATTLE, Wash. (AP) — 


The house is warm and airy 
with high ceilings and spacious

it is perfect for Allen. 


He plans to turn the old 


house into a commune—a com- 
mune for doctors. 


"People are recognizing more 


and more that to have a new 
society, you have got to build 
it," he said, leaning his 6-foot 
heavily 
shouldered 
frame 


against the mantel. 


As he spoke, his hands toyed 


idly with a half-braided leather 
belt that 
dangled from 
his 


shoulders at the edge of his 
flowing black hair. 


Allen is hip and 30, an M.D. 


spcializing in internal medicine. 


He and two fellow physicians 


are helping organize Seattle's 
Country Doctor—a free medical 
clinic, one of several springing 
up to join free universities, free 
stores and 
other 
infant in- 


stitutions 
of the 
Alternative 


Society—that still wobbling at- 
tempt 
by disaffected young 


Americans to develop ways to 
live 
apart 
from 
straight 


society. 


Allen has no interest in mon- 


ey—only in making enough to 
survive. His main interest is 
the clinic and leading a profes- 
sional life not as "an economic 
machine" but as a 
human 


being with "medical knowledge 
to share." 


"The way the arrangement is 


now, 
doctors are so incredibly 


overpaid I could work one day 
a week as a straight doctor and 
make around $12,000 to $14,000 
a 
year 
easily. 
That's 
how 


screwed up things are," he 
said. 


"Clinics are a long way from 


the answer,-' he said, "but I do 
see them as building blocks for 
a new medical system with free 
laboratories 
and 
free 
X-ray 


technicians 
and 
free 
radio- 


logists and free hospitals and 
free poeple." 


He laughed, a laugh recogniz- 


ing that the reality of his vision 
was a long way off. 


Doctors like Allen remain 


rare. As far as he knows, he is 
the only one of 72 doctors in his 
graduating class planning to 
devote his career to free medi- 
cine. 


The important thing, he said, 


is the number of like-minded 
doctors who are coming out of 
medical schools after him. 


Dr. Julius R. Krevans, dean 


of the University of California 
Medical Center in San Fran- 
cisco, said it is too early to tell 
just how significant that num- 
ber will be. 


But, he said, there is no ques- 


tion that social awareness is 
quickening among students and 
faculty members in the nation's 
medical schools. 


"Before 
this 
year,

Best Farm 
Investment 


Fertilizer for pastures is one of 
the best investments a producer 
can make, says Calvin Caldwell, 
county Extension agent. By 
following soil test 
recom- 


mendations, the nutrient sup- 
plying power of the soil can be 
balanced for efficient forage 
production. 


Production is limited by the 


factor or element which is most 
lacking. In the case of grasses, 
this element is usually nitrogen. 
Recent 
results 
from 
the 


Arkansas Agricultural 
Ex- 


periment Station at Hope have 
shown that adequate supplies of 
phosphorus and potash are 
necessary 
for 
maintaining 


clovers with grasses. Both 
phosphorus and potash applied 
alone at high rates promoted 
clovers. Growth was equally 
promoted at lower rates of 
phosphorus and potash when 
applied together. 


Numerous studies have shown 


that by supplying a lacking 
element, the uptake of other 
elements can be increased. For 
example, an application of 
nitrogen fertilizer may increase 
the uptake of phosphorus and 
potassium. Most of the increased 
uptake comes from the soil 
reserve. 


In other cases, supplying a 


particular element may promote 
vigorous growth and increase 
uptake of that element from the 
soil. Studies at the University of 
Georgia have shown that Ber- 
mudagrass may take up three- 
fourths of the nitrogen, half of 
the phosphorus, and all of the 
potassium the first year, even 
when applied at high rates. In- 
creased potash 
applications 


promoted increased uptake of 
potassium. For example, even at 
high rates of fertilization, one 
third more potassium was taken 
up by grasses than was applied. 


On the other hand, legumes 


take most of their nitrogen from 
the air. An acre of dense ladino 
clover may take up to 200 pounds 
of nitrogen from the air. Thus, 
phosphorus and potash promote 
clovers in pastures, which in turn 
supply an inexpensive source of 
nitrogen for grasses.

Pap test is a quick painless way 
of finding the disease.

"The Pap 
test program will be a central 
feature of the 1971 Crusade, she 
added. 


"But there are other forms of 


cancer that can also be cured 
with early detection and treat- 
ment," she declared. Included in 
this category were cancers of the 
skin, breast, and bowels and 
Mrs. Marcum specifically urged 
citizens to have the procto, an 
examination of bowels where the 
disease strikes both men and 
women 
more often than any 


other malignancy except skin 
cancer.

your lifetime. In Hope we will 
join the country's more than 
2,000,000 Crusade volunteers to 
urge friends, relatives, neigh- 
bors, and work associates to 
fight cancer with a checkup and 
a check."
